Smoke and mirrors are nothing new in governmental 

budgeting: so it probably shouldn't surprise us that Illinois 

_ lawmakers adopted another magicians’ trick in this year’s 
state budget. 

Misdirection — the method David Copperfield has used to 
make the Statue of Liberty. disappear — seems an eerily 
appropriate description for a budgeting process. Copperfield 
shows the statue through a doorway and then covers the’ 
doorway with a curtain. While Copperfield keeps the audi- 
eneeoceupied-watching his othér feats, the doorway is slowly 
moved. Later, when the curtain reopens, the statue is no 
longer visible through the doorway. The audience-— for an 
instant, anyway believes the statue actually disappeared. 

Rather than raise individual taxes, the state decided to put 
a temporary tax on-hospitals to help pay. for the state 
Medicaid program.
